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School Report 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hampton Falls: 

I herewith submit to you my first annual report as: 
superintendent of your public schools. But six months 
having elapsed since I assumed office the report or nec- 
essity will be brief with merely a statement of the local 
situation as I see it together with recommendations and 
suggestions relating thereto. 

THE SITUATION 

The outstanding feature of the Hampton Falls 
schools is the good work the children are doing under . 
unfavorable conditions. A one teacher school in an old 
type building with an eight grade enrollment is at its 
best but an attempt to meet modern requirements. To 
secure the right type of teacher for such schools is alone 
almost impossible. By fortunate circumstance all three 
schools this year have been in charge of such teachers; 
thus the quality of work referred to above. I venture to 
say however that this situation may not often exist. 
The town must either commit itself to a different pro- 
gram of organization or by retaining its present system 
rest content with less satisfactory results. As I see it 
the remedy lies either in bringing all schools together 
in a common. building| under a graded system, or the 
elimination of grades VII and VIII, particularly in the 
East School, sending the pupils to Hampton or Exeter, 
and developing the remaining six grades into a modern 
rural schools. 

ATTENDANCE 

We are working for improvement in attendance. 
The past year there were 67 cases of tardiness among 
an average of 55 pupils. Being late is one of the most 
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pernicious habits formed in childhood. Every effort 
should be made to prevent it and correct it when formed. 
The school can do its part, but only its part, the parents 
must do the rest. The percent of 91 is 2 below the aver- 
age for the state for the same period. Here again the 
hicme influence plays a vital part in training for future 
success. Let me ask the fullest co-operation in bringing 
about a change in this respect. 


INSTRUCTION 

Arithmetic and spelling are receiving due attention. 
Tests have been given in these subjects to Grade VIII, 
the same tests as given to Grade IX in Springfield, Mass, 
in 1846. A comparison of results follows: 

Arithmetic: 

Average rating in Springfield 1846 29% 
Average rating in New Hampshire 1923 49% 
Average rating in Hampton Falls 1923 53% 

Spelling: 

Average rating in Springfield 1846 41% 
Average rating in New Hampshire 1923 67% 
Average rating in Hampton Falls 1923 51% 

For the remainder of the year special emphasis is 
to be placed upon history and geography. The music be- 
gun during the fall months should be continued. I sug- 
gest an appropriation for this purpose. 


HEALTH 

Schools today stand firmly for the promotion of 
health as well as for the correction of defects when 
found. Healthful exercise, milk service, warm noon 
lunch, and systematic inspection, are all essential. None 
of these have yet been undertaken this year, but all 
should become a part of whatever organization is finally 
adopted. 

IN» CONCLUSION 


- In the crowded hours of the past year our: efforts 
have been directed chiefly to the accomplishment of two

aims: to create among pupils conditions of body and 
mind favorable to instruction, and to organize the work 
and equipment of the schools according to accepted 
standards. In both these endeavors we have received 
from Board and teachers the heartiest co-operation. 
The right attitude of mind and definite standards of 
conduct have been sought among pupils, and a well or- 
ganized management on the part of teachers; both ab- 
solutely essential before the desired progress in-school 
work can be expected.
